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Earning Their Wings 

Aviators Take Flight

ORR Junior High School students now have 
wings. Thanks to donations from Van's Aircraft and Avery 
Tools, the ORRJHS's Aviation Club has taken off. The 
after-school group has been taught for ninety minutes 
each Tuesday by volunteer Dave Rogers and Technology 
Education teacher William Keough since the last week of 
February. Ten students have attended the program thus 
far. 

"Who knows, maybe one of these kids will end 
up making a career out of this,'' said Rogers with a half- 
grin. "This is a great chance to teach kids about aviation. 
There are other activities these kids can take part in after 
school, but for kids who really are interested in under- 
standing how flight works and are interested in actually 
building part of an airplane, this is a great opportunity for 
them." 

Not only do the students learn about what makes 
flight possible, but they get the hands-on education of 
building a small part of an airplane. Each student is cur- 
rently making their own aileron, which is the hinge on the 
airplane's wing which makes it possible for the airplane 
to "roll" or essentially allows the wings to go up or down 
to balance itself. 

Five students took part in the most recent meeting 
on Tuesday, April 28. Each of them had a unique connec- 
tion with aviation which led them to the class. 

"My grandfather was in the Navy, so he was 
always around airplanes, especially aircraft carriers," said 
student Matthew Brides. "He was a pilot of small planes. 
When he passed away, I felt like I should carry on in his

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legacy by learning about airplanes." 

The students also take part in the EAA Young 
Eagles program. According to their website, "The EAA is 
an international aviation membership association found- 
ed in 1953. More than 170,000 people belong to EAA, 
with Chapters located in all 50 states and many countries. 
Members are aviation enthusiasts of every age group, 
including many airline and commercial pilots, engineers, 
business people and even astronauts. They enjoy all types 
of airplanes, including 'experimental' aircraft (a category 
of airplanes designated by the EAA, built by individual 
craftsmen instead of on a factory assembly line.) Actor 
Harrison Eord is a Chairman of the Young Eagles." 

The group has taken on the "experimental" 
aircraft line as well as conventional planes. The class has 
learned about the Woburn, MA company Terrafugia,

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which is currently working on a "transition personal air 
vehicle/' which is basically a car/ airplane. The vehicle, 
which is slated to be released in 2011, will cost roughly 
$194,000. The Transition's maiden flight on March 5, 2009 
lasted 37 seconds and covered 3,000 feet of the runway at 
the Plattsburgh International Airport. The test pilot then 
conducted six additional takeoff s and landings. 

''Not only did I want to teach these kids about 
aviation, but working with basic tools isn't as common 
these days," said Rogers. "When we started working on 
the piece of the airplane, I noticed that not everyone was 
comfortable with something as simple as drilling a hole. 
That's something that has turned into a lost art form." 

Two Catholic Churches to Share Pastor 

Changes Ahead for St. Rita's and St. Anthony's

The Church of St. Rita on Front Street in Marion 
is a lovely little church, with large stained glass windows 
down each side of the sanctuary, where its pews hold a 
little over 150 people. How much longer those pews will 
be filled, or if they will remain to be filled at all, seems 
to be an open question, albeit a long-term one, since St. 
Rita's Pastor, Rev. Paul A. Caron, will become Pastor of St. 
Anthony's Parish in Mattapoisett, effective on September 
9, 2009, with the retirement of Rev. Leonard M. Mullaney, 
the current Pastor of St. Anthony's. Rev. Caron will con- 
tinue to serve as Pastor of St. Rita's, but how long that will 
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continue is unclear. According to Rev. Caron's statement 
in the April 26, 2009 Sunday bulletin for St. Rita's, the two 
churches will not be merged "at this time.'' 

In an interview with The Wanderer on April 28, 
2009, Rev. Caron stressed that "there is no immediate plan 
to merge the two parishes. In fact, we have been sharing 
resources in Grades 7 to 10 Religious Education for sev- 
eral years." Asked about the future of the St. Rita's Rec- 
tory at 113 Front Street in Marion, and where he will live. 
Rev. Caron said that "as of now there are no long term 
decisions that have been made. What I have been told of- 
ficially by the Bishop of Fall River's office (Bishop George 
W. Coleman) is that I will be Pastor of both churches and 
both parishes. As far as the house is concerned I will even- 
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tually be living in the Rectory in Mattapoisett. I foresee 
the office being available for some time, so I can't see a 
sale of the Rectory any time soon/' 

One of the reasons for the consolidation cited by 
many observers is the sharp drop-off in the numbers of 
new priests being graduated from seminary in the Dio- 
cese of Fall River, which serves Barnstable, Bristol, Dukes 
(Martha's Vineyard) and Nantucket Counties, as well as 
the Towns of Marion, Mattapoisett and Wareham in Plym- 
outh County "There certainly is a shortage of priests, for 
many reasons," Rev. Caron said, "but I feel it is a way for 
the Holy Spirit to call more of the laity to be involved in 
church service." 

Rev. Mullaney expressed a different character- 
ization of what will happen come September 9 in an 
interview with The Wanderer on April 26, 2009: "I will be 
retiring on September 9, after 47 years of service, and the 
two parishes will merge. The Church will be selling the 
Marion Rectory, and Father Caron, I believe, will move 
here to the St. Anthony's Rectory." According to Rev. Mul- 
laney, the motivation for the consolidation is apparently 
two-fold: a dwindling number of parishioners in Marion, 
and a shortage of Roman Catholic priests in the Diocese 
of Fall River, of which Marion and Mattapoisett are a part. 
"The problem facing us is simply a shortage of priests. 
We only have eight seminarians in this Diocese right 
now, where in the 1950s and 1960s, we had a dozen each 
year for years. Those priests who were ordained then are 
either dying or retiring, and the new priests coming along 
are not enough to staff all of the parishes fulltime," Rev. 
Mullaney said. He noted that St. Rita's currently has ap- 
proximately 370 families on its rolls, while St. Anthony's 
has roughly 800 families. 

Asked for the reaction of his parishioners in 
Marion to the news. Rev. Caron said, "The parishioners 
have known since I arrived in June 2007 that when Father 
Mullaney retired that I would be Pastor of both parishes. 
They are resigned to that and it will cause changes at both 
parishes." As for how he will divide his time between 
the two Towns, Rev. Caron told The Wanderer that "for the 
time being, after September, I will be trying to provide 
service at both parishes. We still need to have discussions

I honestly do not know the future, but my hope is 
that the Church of St. Rita in Marion can and will remain 
open in some capacity. I have said this to my parishioners 
from the first moment I arrived here.'' 

The Church of St. Rita, as it is formally known, 
was established in 1916, and the parish was officially 
founded in 1972. St. Anthony's Parish was established in 
1934, and in the 1970s demolished the original church and 
constructed the existing facility on Barstow Street in Mat- 
tapoisett. 

Rev. Mullaney looks forward to his retirement 
with mixed emotions. 'T knew the day would come, and 
I have known for a little while that it was upon me," he 
said. 'T know it will be a big adjustment for me, but it is 
the natural way of things." He said that he plans to live 
in Westport, where he has a few nephews, and plans to 
continue both his motorcycling and his "pedal biking." 
Parishioners who have known him for some time also 
imagine that he will spend a good amount of time clam- 
ming and quahoging in his retirement as well. "I will be 
available to assist in parishes if asked to do so," Rev. Mul- 
laney said. "Just because you retire from actively leading 
a parish, doesn't mean that you stop being a priest." 

Dunkin Donuts Decision Delayed Yet Again 

Marion Planning Board

The Town of Marion Planning Board met at the 
Marion Town House in the Conference Room at 7:15 
pm on Monday, April 27, 2009. Present were Chairman 
Joseph F. Napoli, Co-Chairman Peter F. Winters, Members 
Julia Deane Crowley, Stephen C. Gonsalves, and Patricia 
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A. McArdle, Board Clerk Jay Ryder and Secretary to the 
Board Debra E. Paiva. Board Member Thomas R. Magau- 
ran was absent. 

The sole purpose of the meeting was to consider 
how to proceed with the application of the Sardinha 
Family Trust for Site Plan Approval and for a Special 
Permit for 450 Wareham Street, site of a proposed Dunkin 
Donuts restaurant. Leo T. Scarry, Esquire, attorney for 
the applicant, introduced Mr. Fernando Sardinha, Trustee 
of the Sardinha Family Trust, Mr. Jack O'Leary, Senior 
Project Manager with Merrill Associates, Inc., registered 
professional engineers and land surveyors, Mr. George C. 
Haight of George C. Haight Associates, of Duxbury, the 
architect employed by the applicant for the project. 

Considerable discussion by the Board and the ap- 
plicant's counsel centered on what action the Board could 
take, and on the issue of whether the Continued Public 
Hearing should be opened, and under what restrictions. 
Some Members expressed the view that under the law, if 
comments or testimony were taken regarding the Special 
Permit (relating to the reduced setback from Wareham 
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Street), that Mr. Magauran, a Board Member absent from 
the meeting, would not be able to vote on the matter at 
a subsequent Board meeting. Ms. McArdle said that "I 
don't think we can foreclose comments tonight." Mr. 
Winters moved to schedule a meeting of the Board for 
May 11, 2009 in lieu of the previously-scheduled meeting 
on May 18, 2009, the latter being the first night of Town 
Meeting. The motion passed unanimously. 

Mr. Scarry then requested that the Continued 
Public Hearing be held, with all matters (both the appli- 
cation for the Special Permit and the application for Site 
Plan Approval) open for discussion and comment, which 
the Board agreed to do, and the Continued Public Hearing 
was reopened. 

Mr. Haight presented a new series of exterior 
color schemes for the building, exhibiting samples as well 
as displaying new color drawings of the various archi- 
tectural elevations of the structure. Ms. Crowley asked 
Mr. Haight if he had "used any color psychologists to 
determine how different colors make people feel different 
emotions," and Mr. Haight replied that he had not done 
so. 

Ms. Carol Sanz of 110 Front Street expressed her 
concern "about the colors and fitting in with the Town" 
and said that she does "not think the brown and tan color 
scheme fit in." Mr. Ryder responded to Ms. Sanz remarks 
by reading from a letter sent to the Board from the Board's 
consulting architect, where she told the Board that she has 
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no objection to any of the colors proposed by the appli- 
cant. 

Mr. O'Leary presented the latest version of the 
landscape plan for the site, which now features a walk- 
way from the sidewalk on Wareham Street to the front 
of the proposed building, in response to concerns voiced 
by members of the Board as well as citizens who have 
participated in the Board's review process. 

Mr. John Sweeney of Crapo Street told the Board 
that he was confused about the setback of the building. 
He said that he thought the setback, as determined by the 
Zoning Board of Appeals (ZBA), was 26 feet, and won- 
dered why the Board was spending so much time discuss- 
ing the setback, if it has already been determined. Mr. 
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Winters replied that the Planning Board must approve the 
setback as part of its review process, even though it has al- 
ready been approved by the ZBA. Mr. Sweeney also asked 
if the applicant would be willing to add a few more trees 
near the street at the employee parking area to screen it 
from Wareham Street. Mr. O'Leary replied that there are 
visibility issues if trees are added there, and that "the area 
there is really not wide enough to support trees.'' 

Mr. John Rockwell of 1171 Point Road made a 
presentation to the Board on the need for adequate side- 
walks at the location of the proposed building, as well as 
throughout Marion, and related over 35 years of Marion 
planning history on the subject of sidewalks. Mr. Scarry 
told the Board that the applicant did not want to discuss 
sidewalks and sidewalk design, and that the applicant 
had made an offer of sidewalk installation that the appli- 
cant considered adequate for the site, and in keeping with 
existing sidewalks in the Town. Mr. Rockwell urged the 
Board to adopt a condition that requires a five- or six-foot 
wide tree strip next to the roadway, with an eight-foot 
wide sidewalk next to it, and abutting the property, in 
exchange for granting the Special Permit for the reduced 
setback from the required 50 feet to 26 feet. 

The Clerk of the Board, Mr. Ryder, read a number 
of letters received from the public into the record. Mr. 
Scarry requested that the Board close comments on the 
Site Plan Approval, and that the Board move to consider 
the application for a vote of the Board. Mr. Scarry in- 
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formed the Board that the applicant would not make any 
further changes to the application. 

Mr. B.J. Barros of 158 Wareham Street told the 
Board that it was "time to stop discussing, and vote/' and 
that ''this has been going on since 2000.'' 

Mr. Winters withdrew his earlier motion for a 
meeting of the Board on May 11, 2009, and the Board 
vacated its earlier unanimous vote approving that motion. 
Mr. Winters moved to close the Public Hearing on Site 
Plan Approval and the Special Permit, to keep the public 
record in the matter open until Thursday, April 30, 2009 
at 3:00 pm, and to schedule a meeting of the Board at 7:15 
pm on Monday, May 4, 2009 to consider both the Site Plan 
Approval and the Special Permit. Mr. Winters' motion 
passed unanimously. The Board adjourned at 9:27 pm.

Insect Bites 

My dog came inside from his run with a number of 1/2 inch 
red marks on his belly that were shaped like bullseyes. Are 
these from deer tick bites? Does it mean that he will get 
Lyme Disease ? 

Because of the mild winter, this spring has been especially 
bad for black flies and biting gnats. These are the small 
flies that circle your head in the morning and evening. 
When they bite a dog, usually on the belly and ears where 
the hair is thin, they leave a characteristic bullseye shaped 
mark. 

Is there a way to prevent him from being attacked by these 
flies ?

who had been attacked by a dog. Upon my arrival, I 
observed a woman sitting in a car on the side of the road.

memorial at the Mattapoisett Wharf for Freddie Brownell, 
who died on April 16. Chairman Lombard suggested 
the long wharf be named after him and be called either 
Freddie Brownell Wharf or a name his family suggests, 
as his real name was David. Selectman Randall suggested 
that the streets next to the dry dock be named after him, 
as Brownell boats go by there daily. A final decision has 
yet to be made, although the Board was in agreement that 
a memorial explaining why each of the Town Wharfs are 
named after selected people is fitting and something that 
each Board Member supports.

Whitfield-Manjiro Friendship House, a museum which 
will honor the long friendship between the two nations 
and a unique story in international relations. 

The fully restored 19*^-Century house is expected 
to become a focal point for US-Japan friendly relations, 
which were initiated at this site when Captain William 
Whitfield brought Manjiro Nakahama, the young boy he 
rescued in the Pacific, back to his home on May 7, 1843. 
Here the captain sent Manjiro to school to learn English, 
surveying and navigation. 

Manjiro would later return to Japan, become an 
interpreter, teacher and adviser to the imperial govern- 
ment introducing many western technologies to his long- 
isolated homeland. 

A Japanese civic group led by Dr. Shigeaki Hino- 
hara, a noted physician and philanthropist, raised funds 
throughout Japan to purchase and renovate the building 
in which Manjiro Nakahama, more commonly known as 
John Manjiro, resided during the mid-1 9th century. 

On May 7 of this year. Dr. Hinohara will return 
with more than 100 Japanese supporters to dedicate 
the museum and donate the property to the town of 
Fairhaven. Among those who will attend the festivi- 
ties are five members of the Nakahama family (5*^ & 6* 
generations), Mr. & Mrs. Robert Whitfield and their son, 
Scott (5* & 6*^ generations). Consul General Masaru Tsuji 
(Boston), Consul General Shinichi Nishimiya (New York) 
and Mr. Yoshio Ohkawara (former Ambassador to the 
USA). 

In Fairhaven, the Northeast Restoration Group, 
under the leadership of Pres. Eric Dawicki, volunteered its 
oversight for the restoration project at no cost as well as 
donating lead carpentry services. The Whitfield-Manjiro 
Friendship Society has been involved as the coordinator 
of efforts between Fairhaven & Japan and preparing for its 
elevated role to operate this unique facility. 

"We are excited to accept the trust of operating 
the museum and cultural center (Phase II) in order to 
expand our ties with Japan and its culture,'' said Gerry 
Rooney, Chairman of the Whitfield-Manjiro Friendship 
Society, Inc. His organization has been designated as the 
non-profit agency to run the facility. Formerly known

Tyson. Starring Mike Tyson. Directed by James Toback. 
Running time: 86 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

The writer/ director James Toback is clearly 
mesmerized by powerful, dangerous black men and the sexual 
mystique they supposedly pack. In 1971, Toback expanded an 
Esquire article into a book about football star Jim Brown; seven 
years later, he cast Brown in Fingers as a pimp who memorably 
slaps two women's heads together. Toback's interest eventually 
turned to Mike Tyson, who has appeared as himself in two 
Toback efforts (1999's Black and White and 2002's When Will I 
Be Loved). Toback's new documentary Tyson, which has just 
opened in New York and L.A. before it expands to other cities, 
completes the trilogy. Tyson, who obviously trusts Toback, sits 
for his camera and tells his story. We're never sure how much 
of it to believe, but the way Tyson tells it is in itself revealing. 

Convicted rapist, ear-biter, self-proclaimed animal: 
Tyson couldn't be a more fitting tormented anti-hero for a 
Toback film if Toback had created Tyson himself. Forty when 
the film was shot, and looking puffier and mellower, Tyson 
takes us through the narrative of his life, which offers more 
redemptions and falls and redemptions and falls than any 
six novels. The fat, lisping kid from Brooklyn grew up, with 
the help of trainer Cus D'Amato, into a feared ring assassin, 
a boxer who gained a rep (like Rubin ''Hurricane" Carter) 
for decimating his opponents in the first round. (In the most 
hyperbolic example of this, he sat Michael Spinks down in 91 
seconds.) 

As anyone who's seen Raging Bull knows, the great 
boxer is not always — maybe even not usually — a great 
human being. Tyson, however, seemed almost hell-bent on 
living up to the tabloids' bad-boy image. In the film, Tyson is 
generously dismissive of his tumultuous eight-month marriage 




to Robin Givens ("We were just kids") but reserves his wrath 
for Don King, who he says stole his money, and Desiree 
Washington, whose 1991 encounter with Tyson led to his six- 
year sentence for rape (of which he served three). Significantly, 
Tyson allows that he might have taken advantage of other 
women, but not her. So either he was caught this time, or was 
innocent in this case but never got caught those other times. 

Toback doesn't question or judge; he just lets Tyson 
have his say. Over and over again, the older Tyson says "I 
can't blame anyone but myself." There's no equivocation in 
his language; his version of events may be debatable, but his 
sincerity isn't — he says what he believes, and he believes what 
he says. Toback doesn't need to provide counterargument; 
we're doing that ourselves. By the time the film gets to Tyson's 
infamous 1997 rematch with Evander Holyfield, which left 
a chunk of Holyfield's right ear on the ring floor, the titan's 
fall seems complete. The movie doesn't get into Tyson's 
subsequent legal woes, gliding ahead into a portrait of Tyson 
as proud daddy (by several different women) and wannabe 
grandfather. He's frequently photographed staring off into 
the ocean at sunset, like a beached sea monster who's lost his 
home. Tyson doesn't pretend to be a balanced picture, but it's 
a fascinating peek into a teeming, demon-filled brain that isn't 
like anyone else's.
